1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art could not 
alone or in combination anticipate or make obvious a method for using an elastomeric injection 
molded dome cap sensor by variably depressing the dome cap, reading the sensor's active element 
as being in one of three states, and storing that as digital data, the active element being made of 
pressure sensitive variable conductance material.
